And What Have You

It is going to be rather interest­ 
ing to watch the special session of 
the Legislature when it convenes 
later this summer. We hope that the 
tug of war that has developed between 
Gov. 
Preston Smith and Lt. Gov. 
Ben Barnes can be resolved so that 
the business of the state can move 
forward. 
We suspect that Gov. Smith was 
right in vetoing the one year appro­ 
priation bill as this would seem to 
be the intent of the Constitution. 
However, we believe that he is going 
to have to exert more leadership in 
the field of taxation during the special 
session if the legislature is to come 
up with a solution within the 30-day 
session. 
The Governor wants a two year 
appropriation bill that will require 
new taxes, 
but his selection of tax 
suggestions during the regular s e s ­ 
sion left a lot to be desired. 
It will also be interesting to see 
what effect the vote on annual s e s ­ 
sions August 5 will have on this 
special session. If the public turns 
down the annual session amendment 
to the constitution, 
it will 
a d d 
strength to the Governor's position 
while if they pass it, it could make 
his position weaker. 
Rep. 
Frank Calhoun last week 
released the results of his recent 
questionnaire published in this pa­ 
per and the other papers in his dis­ 
trict and if they are a true reflection 
of this area then the governor was 
right in vetoing the one year bill. 
The poll shows the people of this 
area opposing a one year bill but fa­ 
i r i n g annual sessions—which would 
mean that the public wants one year 
appropriations but wants to wait un­ 
til the constitution is changed to 
permit it. 
In other results the people of this 
area seem to oppose Daylight Sav­ 
ings 
Time, 
608-416; oppose one- 
year appropriations, 448-328; and 
oppose the removal of all sales tax 
exemptions, 732-180. 
When it comes time to come up 
with the money to finance a two-year 
bill the people of this area seem to 
favor a corporate income ta x and 
the removal of all sales tax exemp­ 
tions except food and drugs. Those 
taking part in the poll favored the 
removal of the sales tax exemptions 
(a11 but food and drugs), 54 8-344 and 
the corporate income Lex, 508-392. 
In other m atters covered in the 
poll the public favored the following 
actions that were passed during the 
past session: authorize 
chemical 
tests to determine intoxication of 
drivers, 
924-76, 
state 
minimum 
wage, 
644-328, 
and pay raise for 
public school teachers, 552-412. 
The poll also shows a desire 
for annual sessions which will be 
voted on in August, (718-236 and fa­ 
vor permanent voter registration, 
580-396. 
If there is time during the special 
session, we would like to see Rep. 
Calhoun come up with another ques­ 
tionnaire so that his constituents 
will have another chance to express 
themselves on the subjects before 
the legislature. 


For many people this Fourth of 
July weekend w ill be a long holiday 
but for some it will be a split week­ 
end with many having to go back to 
work Saturday. But, in any case, it 
will be a dangerous one for those 
who take to the road. 
The Texas Department of Public 
Safety is predicting that 34 persons 
are likely to die on our highways 
during the 78-hour holiday period. 
In making the prediction the DPS 
urges motorists to allow ample time 
to drive without speeding or driving 
too fast for conditions. 
While other deaths due to acci­ 
dents over the holidays are not in­ 
cluded in the estimate we would urge 
everyone to take extra care. Every 
holiday we seem to have a rash of 
accidents from fires, shootings and 
drownings.
